It takes a long time 
for the State Directors of 
Industries to contact the 
units, assess their require- 
ments, allot works orders 
and put up the cases, in 
view of the small scale 
units being large in number 
and their individual require- 
ments being small. This re- 
sults in serious disadvantage 
to the small scale sector. 
It is recommended that the 
State Small industries Cor- 
porations in each State/ 
the agency no mina ted by 
the State Directors of 
Industries might be permitt- 
ed to open a single works 
order for each category of 
steel products on behalf of 
the small scale units in the 
State. The entire quantity 
allotted to the State might 
then be placed on the prio- 
rity category. The Small 
Scale Industries Corpora- 
tions will also make the 
financial arrangements for 
implementation of the order 
and get itself reimbursed 
from the individual small 
scale units, to whom the 
material is allotted.

No. 6-1/ 65-Reorgn(CC) .■ — The Second Joint Indo-Ameri- 
can learn, appointed in 1959, to review the position of Agri- 
cultural Education, Research and Extension in India, 
recommended that in the interest of consolidating the Central 
Agricultural Research Programme and assuring adequate 
coordination, all Central Institutes and Commodity Com- 
mittees should be brought under the full technical and 
administrative control of the Indian Council of Agricultural 
Research,- This recommendation was strongly supported by 
the Agricultural Research Review Team, appointed in 1963. 
The Government of India have examined the above recom- 
mendations in the light of the actual functioning of the Central 
Commodity Committees during the past years and recently 
decided that the Commodity Committees should be abolished 
and the research work being conducted by them be integrated 
with the Indian Council of Agricultural Research, which 
should be suitably reorganised and strengthened, so as to 
enable it to develop and administer a National Programme of 
Agricultural Research, commensurate with the needs of the 
country. Accordingly, the Indian Central Oilseeds Com- 
mittee was dissolved on 31st March, 1966 end its research 
activities have been assumed by the Indian Council of Agri- 
cultural Research, with effect from 1st April, 1966.

No. F. 6-9/65 -Reorgn.(CC ). — The Second Joint Indo- 
Anierican Team, appointed in 1959, to review the position of 
Agricultural Education, Research and Extension in India, 
recommended that in the interest of consolidating the Central 
Agricultural Research Programme and assuring adequate 
coordination, all Central Institutes and Commodity Com- 
mittees should bo brought under tho full technical and 
administrative control of the Indian Council of Agricultural 
Research. This recommendation was strongly supported by 
the Agricultural Research Review Team, appointed In 1963. 


The Government of India have examined the above recom- 
mendations in the light of the actual functioning of the 
Central Commodity Committees during the past years and 
recently decided that the Commodity Committees should be 
abolished and the research work being conducted by them be 
integrated with the Indian Council of Agricultural Research, 
which should be suitably reorganised and strengthened, so 
as to enable it to develop and administer a National Pro- 
gramme of Agricultural Research, commensurate with the 
needs of the country. Accordingly, the Indian Central 
Coconut Committee was dissolved on the 31st March, 1966 
and its research activities (including the administrative 
control of the Coconut Research Stations) have been assumed 
by the Indian Council of Agricultural Research, with effect 
from the 1st April, 1966. 

2. The Government of India have taken 1 over the develop- 
ment and marketing functions handled bv the Committee. 
In order to continue the association of the various official 
and nem-offiend interests with the development of coconut and 
Inur tl\e benefit of their continued advice, the Government of 
India have decided to constitute an Indian Coconut Develop- 
ment Council.
